1. FAA/DOT REGULATIONS GENERALLY PROHIBIT U.S. REGISTERED 
CIVIL AIRCRAFT QTE ANYWHERE IN AIR COMMERCE UNQTE FROM 
TRANSFERRING QTE HAZARDOUS MATERIALS UNQTE. THOUGH COM- 
PLEXITY OF REGULATIONS PRECLUDES THOROUGH SUMMARY, 
MATERIALS COVERED INCLUDE EXPLOSIVES, FLAMMABLE LIQUIDS 
AND SOLIDS, COMPRESSED GASES, POISONS, ETIOLOGIC AGENTS 
AND RADIOACTIVE MATERIALS. (LATTER MATERIALS ARE DETAILED 
IN 25 PAGE LIST IN DOT REGULATIONS.) REGULATIONS PROVIDE 
FOR CERTAIN SPECIFIC EXCEPTIONS SEEMINGLY INAPPLICABLE TO 
REFERENCED CASE AND PERMIT WAIVERS BY FAA ADMINISTRATION 
IN CERTAIN CASES. FOREGOING REGULATIONS PROMULGATED FOR 
SAFETY PURPOSES AS WELL AS TO IMPLEMENT U.S. OBLIGATIONS 
UNDER ARTICLE 35 OF INTERNATIONAL CONVENTION ON CIVIL
